In Letter to Alton B. 
Parker, Refutation of 
Charges That U. S. Gov- 
ernment Blocks Trade 
With Russia Is Made. 


New York, January 13.— Details 
of the United States policy toward 
‘soviet Russia, given by the Act- 
ing Secretary of State Davis in a 
letter to Alton B. Parker, president 
of the National Civic Federation, 
were made public here today. 

Writing under date of January 8 
last from Washington, Mr. Davis 
discussed at length questions wide- 
ily published prior to the last elec- 
‘tion and addressed to the presiden- 
tial candidates. These questions 
were submitted to the secretary of 
state by Mr. Parker in November 
26 in a letter asking for light on 
‘the department’s attitude. 

The United States government has 
no intention “officially to restore“ 
the former boundaries of the Rus- 
"sian empire, nor to impose on any 
non-Russian territories the rule of 
‘the great Russias, Mr. Davis ex- 
plained, characterizing as false a 


statement that this government pro-

posed officially to restore Russian 


5 territorial integrity and rule over 


„Lithuania. Let via and Fsthonia. 
Conditon Today. 
Russia today is in a condition 
vol distress,” Mr.' Davis’ letter said, 
„and there is grave danger on all 
tof her frontiers of aggression either 
‘directly by foreign states, or indi- 


rectly through the control of these 


border states. In several of these 


‘struggling border territories there 


is a difference Of opinion as to 
which group has a right to speak 
for the ‘nationality’ involved. 

It is the conviction of this gov- 
ernment that these thorny questions 
cannot now be solved in an ex parte 
manner. The Russian people are 
certainly interested in such deci- 

‘sions and consistent with its pre- 
vious actlon the department of state 
in a note of August 10 again served 
notice that it could not be consid- 
ered as indorsing territorial settle- 


* ments affecting the welfare of the 


Russian people unless a government 
“generally recognized as represent- 
ing them were a party to the ad- 
justment:“ 

Mr. Davis' letter continued: 
Intervention Rumors False. 
“Official announcement was made 
when the last of our troops was 
withdrawn from Russian territory 
that this government is not at pres- 


ent participating in any armed ac- 


tion against soviet Russia. nor is 


it supporting with money, men or 


munitions any of the groups or 
parties which are in conflict with 
the soviets. Insinuation that this 
government is secretly committed

Over to 1922 School De- 
ficit of $105,262.43 as Re- 
sult of Committee Ac- 
tion. 


EVERY SCHOOL ITEM 
CAREFULLY SCANNED 


Approximately $40,000 
Pruned From Various 
Appropriations — Funds 
Voted to Georgia Enter- 
prise and Wider Peach- 
tree. 


The city may have to carry over 
to 1922 a large shortage, represent- 
ing the 1920 deficit of the school de- 
partment brought about by wnusual 
expenditures, as the Tesult of the 
elimination Thursday afternoon of 
an appropriation of $105,262.48, des- 
ignated in the budget to meet the 
deficit, from the tentative school 
finance sheet by the council finance 
committee. 


The action of the committee in 
slashing this sum from the budget 
was taken on the suggestion of 
Mayor Key, who appeared before 
the committee at 3:30 o'clock with 
Superintendent of Schools W. F. 
Dykes. The mayor stated that inas- 
much as opponents of the proposed 
emergency fax levy might contend 


that the 1920 deficit was not an 


emergency and should not be inciud- 
ed in the sheet, it would be wise to 
eliminate it for the present, to 
avoid any legal action detrimental! 
to the proposed levy. 

Mayor Key said that he, as a law- 
yer, could plainly see that last year’s 
deficit might not be construed by 
some as an emergency, and rather 
than leave grounds for litigation, 
the committee should remove it 
from the sheet. 

$40,000 Deducted. 

Mayor Key is seeKing to have 
council levy a special emergency 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent, total- 
ing approximately $1,800,000, for the 
purpose of financing a school build- 
ing program and meeting a deficit 
this year of approximately $400,000 
in the school department’s finances. 

Nearly $40,000 was deducted from 
the tentative school budget as pre- 
pared and presented to the commit- 
tee by the board of education. Im- 
mediately after the afternoon ses- 
sion convened at 3 o'clock, a motion 


to consider each item on the budget 
was carried, and the committee went 


into executive session, barring ev- 
eryone, with the exception of Mayor 
Key, Superintendent Dykes, council 
members and the press. 

Chairman. Nuttſng. who presided, 
declared that he believed the bud- 
get could be reduced if it was care- 
fully considered and discussed. He 
quoted Comptroller S. Graham West 
as saying that reductions could be 
made in certain of the figures. 

The first action taken was to 
strike the deficit appropriation from 
the sheet, as recommended by the 
mayor. From $50,000 proposed for 
paying additional teachers, $20,000 
deducted, after it had been

American Lieutenant Had 


Drawn Revolver Previ- 
ous to Shooting, Says 
Report — To Court-Mar- 
tial Sentry. 


Washington, January 13,—Admi- 
ral Albert Gleaves, commander of 
the Asiatic fleet, has abandoned his 
intention of proceeding to Vladi- 
vostok to .conduct an inquiry into 
the killing of Lieutenant W.-H. 
Langdon, U. S. N., by a Japanese 
Sentry, he notified the navy depart- 
ment late today. 

Admir..1 Gleaves’ said that in view 
of developments he did not deem 
his preseace at Viadivostok to be 
necessary at this time. He did not 
explain the nature of these devel- 
opments. 

„Lieutenant Langdon, of the Amer- 
ican cruiser Albany, was shot by a 
Japanese sentry at Vladivostok 
when he failed to understand or 
‘heed a command to halt, said an 
official version of the incident re- 
celved today by the Japanese em- 
bassy from its government. 

Had Drawn Revolver. 

Lieutenant Latgdon, the message 
asid, had drawn a révolver after 
the sentry had pulled back a hood 
that covered his face in an ‘effort 
to determine whether he was a 
Russian or an American, but did 
not fire until after the sentry had 
shot him after the officer had turn- 
ed to walk away, 

Another message to the embassy 
said the Japanese government and 
people were greatly concerned over 
the incident and that both the min- 
ister of war at Tokio and the Jap- 
anese commandant at Vladivostok 
had expressed regret to the com- 
mander of the Albany, of which 
Lieutenant Langdon was chief en- 
gineer.

Balloons and Blimp 
Are Soon to Float 
Over Georgia Tech 


Air Service Unit, With 
Full Government Equip- 
ment and Ground and 
Air Branches Now Being 
Organized. 


In the course of a very few 
months you should gaze from your 


window in the direction of Georgia 
Tech and see an enormous /balloon 
two or three thousand feet in the 
air, don’t ‘be surprised. 

And if about the same time you 

should hear an awful whur-r-r-ing 
overhead, have no fears that the 
Hun is after you with his Zepnelins. 
The first will be the regulation army 
captive balloon “anchored” in Grant 
field, and the second a regulation 
army blimp, part of the equipment 
to be furnished by the United States 
government for the R. O. T. C. alr 
service unit now being organized 
and established at Tech. 
R. O. T. C. air service units have 
been authorized for only six insti- 
tutions in the United States. On 
account of the excellent results ac- 
complished by Tech during the war 
in training men for the air service, 
the chief of the air service of the 
army has selected Tech as one of 
the six. Texas A. and M. college is 
the only other institution in the 
south which will have a unit. 

In addition to the balloon ana 
blimp, the government will furnish 
all the other valuable equipment 
required in the training of reserve 
officers for air service. This equip- 
ment will include, in part, several 
types of airplanes for ground work, 
various ‘types of airplane engines, 
hangars, airplane parts for instruc- 
tion, generators for filling the bal- 
loons, observation instruments and 
winches for handling the balloon 
air craft guns. 5 

Two Courses. 

The course in aviation will run 
parallel with the academic corgnem 
and cover a period of four years./ 
There will be two distinct phases to 
the course, and a student may select 
either or both. One course will cov- 
er instruction in “lighter-than-air” 
equipment, and the second “héavier 
than air.” The first course will af- 
ford students an opportunity to “go 
up” in the balloon and blimp and 
learn how they are piloted. There 
will be no actual flying of the 
“heavier-than-air’ equipment at 
Tech, but students will receive 
training in this phase as observers 
during the six weeks’ summer camps. 

The student who enrolls in the. 
air service unit will have to pass a 
very rigid physical examination— 
the same as is prescribed for army 
officers—and will have to agree in 
writing to pursue fhe course as long 
as he continues in school and after 
graduation to accept a commission 
as a second lieutenant of the of- 
ficers’ res@gve corps, air service 
branch, provided he has completed 
the course successfully. He will 
also have to agree to serve on ac- 
as a second lleutenant, 
with full pay and allowances for six 
months after graduation. During 
these six months he will pursue a 
course at one of the air service 
schools and participate in flying 
both as an observer and a pilot. 
Already one hundred and fifteen 
Tech students have applied for en- 
rollment. The physical examina- 
tions will be conducted just as soon 
as a specially selected board of 
army medical officers can be con- 
vened for the purpose.

OF HEAVY LOSSES 
FOR GAS COMPANY 


On Stand in Hearing on 
Increased-Rate Petition, 
President of Concern 
Gives Figures to Show 
Losses. 


ATTENTION IS DRAWN 
TO 1920 STATEMENTS, 


Mayson Contends Com- 
pany Not Entitled to In- 
crease—Employee De- 
fends Petition of the 
Company. 


Featured by the testimony and 
cross examination of Preston Ark- 
wright, in which it was ¢harged 
by the city that the corporation 
had submitted at its last hearing 
for increase gas rates an exhibit 
to the effect 3.50 per 1,000 cubic 
feet would yield a profit, and an 
impassioned appeal favoring the 
petition by John McCrendell, em- 
ployee of the company, who at 
times lapsed into the brogue of old 
Scotland as he became excited, the 
first day’s hearing of the new ap- 
nlication of the Georgia. Railway 
and Power company before the 
railroad commission came to a — 
Thursday evening. 

Shortly after he started the cross 
examination of Mr. Arkwright, City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, charged 
that the corporation had at the last 
hearing in 1920 introduced an ex- 
hibit stating that the requested 
rate would yield ‘a profit and that 
he could not understand why the 
officials were now requesting fur- 
ther increases when the costs of 


materials used in making gas have 


de .reased. Mr. Arkwright admitted 
such testimony was submitted, but 
declared that the commigsion was 
informed at the time thet further 
increases would be necésgary. 

In the interval beween the flling 
of the first petition and the hear- 
ing, the witness stated, there was a 
great increase in the costs of ma- 
terials and labor, and after hav- 
ing based its application on condi- 
tions in 1919, it was seen that fur- 
ther increases were necessary. At 
this time, however, the corpora- 
tion was in such condition that im- 
mediate financial * was 
necessary,’ he declared, and as an 
amendment would cause a delay in 
the hearing it was thought unwise 
to take such action. 

Material Changes. 

Have there been any material 
changes since November 29 to the 
present to warrant the present ap- 
plication for, further increases? 
asked Mr. Mayson. 

“There is no material change in 
the price of oil, though, it is a little 
cheaper,” said Mr. Arkwright, 
“while the cost of coal has slight- 
ly decreased. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that we informed 
the commission at the time of the 
hearing of the first petition for in- 
creases last year, that we would 
be compelled to appear again be- 
cause the rates we requested at 
that time were not sufficient.” — 

McCrendell’s unexpected address 
came at the close of cross-examina- 
tion of the president of the cor- 
poration by City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, and from the moment the 
employee concluded reading a reso- 
lution signe by the members of 
Local Lodge No 41, United Asso- 
ciation of Plumbers and Steamfit- 
ters, and members affiliated from 
local No. 329, of Steam Engineers, 
indorsing the petition, he had the 
attention of the crowded assembly 
room, 

Time after time he would turn in 
his seat and face citizens attend- 
ing the hearing as witnesses, to 
declare that each individual as pri- 
vate citizen owed it to the city of 
Atlanta and the corporation to 
make a careful study of conditions 
at the gas plant before condemning 
the service, which he admitted was 
not what it should be and declared 
it would become worse in the fu- 
ture unless the proposed rates were 
granted. 

Deseribes Conditions. ' 

Pounding with clinched fists the 
table before which he was seated 
facing the commission; McCrendell 
vividly described the conditions un- 
der which employses at the gas 
plant have worked in the past and 
present.

American Liners 
Without Liquors, 
Go Unpatronized 


Shipping Officials Plead 
for Right to Sell Wines 
and Liquors Beyond the 
Three-Mile Limit. 


Washington,, January 13.—Ameri- 
can passenger steamship officials, 
appealing today to the house judi- 


ciliary committee for modification 
of the Volstead act,\ frankly de- 
clared they wvuld be unable to com- 
pete with ships of foreign registry 
for the trade of the world unless 
permitted to handle liquors for use 
by patrons’ beyond the three-mile 
American limit. 

About the only consolation they 
obtained at the end of an all-day 
heariag was a prediction—not for 
The Record—by Representative Dyer, 
republican, Missouri, that “they 
didn’t have a chance.” This com- 
ment was made in open session aft- 
er Wayn; Wheeler, general counsel 
for the Anti-Saloon league, in op- 
posing any let-down in the present 
law, expressed the opinion that some 
day the world would be dry and 
that the ships of all nations would 
sail over the seven seas without a 
drop of liquor aboard. 

Wholesale Cancellations. | 

The shipping interests insisted, 
however, that they had to deal with 
problems of the present-day, that 
there had been wholesale cancella- 
tion of reservationg~on American 
ships by travelers who found other 
vessels bound for the same 
unaffected by prohibition restric- 
tions and that the great task of 
training to make the American flag 
supreme on the seas could not be 
carried on in competition with 
Great Britain and other nations free 
of all legislative handicaps. 

P. A. S. Franklin, president of 
the International Mercantile ma- 
rine, warned the committee that the 
death-lenell of the merchant marine 
was sounded if the ruling by At- 
torney General Palmer, that Ameri-+ 
can ships at sea ot Anywhere else 
in the world could not sell liquor, 
were permitted to-stand.

$2,526.32 Raised for Starv- 
ing European Tots on 
Thursday Morning, and 
Thursday Afternoon Will

Netting $2,536.32 in the first morn- 
ing hours of their campaign, mem- 
bers of the American Legion in At- 
lanta, sponsoring the campaign here 
for starving children of Europe.

Attacks Municipal Ownerahip. 


Attacking the proposed munici- 
pally-owned gas plant Idea. McCren- 
dell declared that with “five hun- 
dred school children running loose 
on the streets of Atlanta because 
of insufficient educational faeili- 
ties, “such a proposition would nev- 
er be a success. “Ignorance can't 
do anything,” he shouted; “educa- 
tion, and that only, will accomplish 
good. You ean talk municipal own- 
ership to me., but such an idea is ri- 

A. J. Luick, a public utilities en- 
gineer and valuation expert, went 
into a thorough statement of the 
condition of the gas company dur- 
ing the morning Session, stating, 
in his opinion, the cost of repro- 
ducing the property of the company 
in Atlanta would be $6,285,541 and 
the Decatur property $174,536. His 
total of $6,460.077 “was about $1,- 
500,000 less than the value Placed 
on the property by .the company in 
its petition. 

Luther Z. Rosser, Walter T. Col- 
quitt and J. Princé Webster rep- 
resented the company. The hearing 
will be continued by the railroad 
commission Friday morning at 9 
o’clock. 

President Arkwright was the first 
witness for the Georgia Railway 
and Power company in the after- 
noon session, and using many ex- 
hibits, he gave a detailed statement 
of condition of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company. Shortly after his 
introductory evfdence, he submit- 
ted the following net earnings of 
the company per month in 1920 and 
the corresponding percentage of op- 
erating expenses to, the revenue: 

January, $42,415.96, 71.3 per cent; 
February, $3%913.61, 71.1: March. 
$25,789.12, 81.2: April, $18,824.08, 
86.2; May, $6,983.37, 99.4: June, 313. 
977.41, 88.2: July, $4.971.01, 104.4;

Corporation Revenue. 

The revenue of the corporation Is 
always received two months after 
falling due, according to Mr. Ark- 
wright, and it is necessary for it 
to have a working capital of ap- 
proximately $533.646.85.

“The question of service,” said Mr. 
Arkwright, “has been raised. Up 
to January, 1918, the service was 
most excellent. It was used as a 
standard of comparison throughout 
the United States. The price 
charged then war $1 net per 1,000 
cubic feet. which was an unusually 
low rate.” 

The company entered the war in 
1917 with the government comman- 
‘deering a large amount of oil, mak- 
ing it n to get 
the amount and quality necessary 
for the manufacture of gas. he stat- 
d. The corporation was forced to 
reduce the standard of quality of

the required standard 
mission finally requested a 
ment investigatign, it was stated. 

The government expert made an 
inspection, Mr. Arkwright said. 
which resulted in an official re- 
port to the effect that it was im- 
possible to secure a.correct reading 
from the city’s testing station. The 
company's errors were also men- 
tioned in the report, he continued, 
but déclared that the “errors against 
the corporation were greater than 
its own.“ 

In 1919, the company anticipated 
improvements were needed to better 
gas pressure conditions, the witness 
continued, and desired to increase 
the capacity of the manufacturing 
plant. At this time the government 
had placed a ban on all construc- 
tion except that which was abso- 
luteTy essential. he said. Capital 
was hard to get, esvecially for util- 
ities whose rates did not meet the 
rising cost of production,” he con- 
tinued. 

November Construction. 

During November, however, the 
corporation ordered construction 
amounting to approximately $350,- 
000. Owing to the great increase in 
cost of materials, he stated, the cor- 
poration in March, 1920, asked for 
an increase in rates, and when the 
petition came before the commission 
it was desired to amend it for fur- 
ther increases on account of heavier 
costs. This was not done, said the 
witness, because the corporation 
was in such a condition that it 
was necessary to havé immediate 
financial relief and an amendment 
would delay the hearing and con- 
sideration of the petition. 

When it was seen that the ad- 
vanced rates granted by the com- 
mission would not yield sufficient 
revenue, said Mr. Arkwright, the 
corporation was faced with the 
problem of either continuing con- 
tracts with knowledge that it would 
not be able to pay for material, or 
to cancel orders. It carried the 
problem to the commission, he con- 
tinued, and this body decided not to 
assume the responsibility of such 
a decision. The company then can- 
celled the contracts, he said. 

Service Improved. 

In December, 1920, the company 
ordered the improvements made, and 
orders Were accordingly placed for 
all materials excepting that for the. 
wate. gas plant, according to the 
witness. Early in 1920, the compa- 
ny desired to repair eleven, gas 
benches at the plant so that the 
service in the fall would be good, 
but on account of non-delivery of 
material it was impossible to fol- 
low out this program, he said. The 
benches are now repaired with one 
exception, he continued, and the 
service throughout the city has been 
improved as the result of added 
equipment and repairs. 

“Nothing has been omitted by the 
company to give good service,” de- 
clared Mr. Arkwright, and the 
trouble in many instances at pres- 
ent is caused by local defects.” He 
then called the commission’s atten- 
tion to the last two reports it has 
made of its progress since the last 
increase was granted. 

Mr. Mayson has repeatedly 
charged that we want money to 
enlarge our property. This is not 
true,’ he declared. “We don’t want 
any such thing. All we ask is the 
cost and a reasonable profit on the 
gas. This is all, and if the people 
wfll pay this, then we will be in 
a position to make improvements. 

“The cause of the gas service be- 
ing pogr as it is may be found in 
the position of customers, as rep- 
resented here by the city, in refusing 
to pay a price sufficient to cover 
the cost.“ the witness stated. “The 
only failure we have. made is to 
get the money to make needed im- 
provemengs, and we cannot be blam- 
ed for is when we are losing 
money every month in furnishing 
gas to our customers.” 

Refers to Richmond. 


When Mr. Arkwright suddenly 
left this subject and mentioned the 
Richmond municipal gas plant, he 
smiled, while the witnesses in the 
room laughed aloud. 

“Improvements which the Rich- 
mond plant will make, according to 
reports, are all well and good, but 
Atlanta has already made these. So 
Richmond following in our foot- 
steps,” he stated. 

In the manufacture of gas, the bi- 
products are in turn manufactured 
by the corporation and when sold, 
the net profit is credited to the cost 
of making gas, Mr. Arkwright stat- 
ed. One of the chief bi- products fs 
tar and this is refined before being 
sold. 

Cross-Examindtion. 

After the witness concluded his 
testimony, Attornéy W. S. Coburn, 
who was present with Hugh M. 
Scott as representatives of citizens 
at the instance of Dr. L. N., Huff, 
started the cross-examination, by 
asking if it were not true that in- 
experienced meter readers during 
the war period were responsible for 
the large increase in customers’ 
statements. - 

Mr. Arkwright replied that al- 
though it was true the corporation 
experienced some difficulty in ob- 
taining labor and supplies during 
this period, the use of inexperienced 
readers was not responsible fer the 
increased bills, according to the re- 
port of a government expert who 
investigated the matter, but that 
advances on statements were com- 
mensurate only to the slightly high- 
er rates granted by the railroad 
commission. : 

“What divfdends did the company 
pay in 1919,” asked Mr. Coburn. 

“A dividend of $169,170," was the 
reply. 

Further questioning brought out 
the statement that no dividends 
were paid by the corporation in 1920 
on account of it operating at a loss 
during this period. 

Coburn’s Contention. 

In his previous testimony, Mr. 
Arkwright had introduced an affi- 
davit showing that Atlanta people 
were paying a cheaper price for gas 
than a number of other cities. Mr. 
Coburn took the position that Key 
West, in operating on such a small 
scale and being at a greater dis- 
tance from the coal fields,’ had to 
pay higher prices for materials, and, 
therefore, deserved,sa higher rate. 

Mr. Arkwright replied that he did 


not know whether this was true, 


but brought out .the faet that the 
plant in Key West is in the hands 
of receivers. * ' 

In answer to a question, the wit- 
ness stated that it was true that the 
company had not charged for.many 
services rendered during the war 
period and just afterward, but on 
account of the great increase of the 
cost of materials and labor, it was 
compelled to make out a schedule 
of charges for interior services and 
repairs. This schedule, he stated, 
had been, but was not now in effect. 

The attorney asked how many me- 
ters were in operation in Atlanta, 
and the witness stated there were 
36,809. He was then asked the total 
revenue received from deposits, and 
stated that he could not answer 
definitely, but that the amount was 
not darge. 

Richmond Plant. 

Bringing the Richmond plant in 
comparison, Mr. Mayson stated its 
rate was $1.30 per 1,000 cubic feet, 
while Atlanta pays $1.45 for thę 
same amount. President Arkwright 
stated that he conld not tell of all 
the conditions surrounding the work 
of the Virginia plant, but mentioned 
that it pays no taxes, receives many 
free services from the city and does 
not comparatively serve as large a 
territory as the Atlanta Gas Light 
company. 

He also told of a comparison by 
authorities several years ago of the 
Richmond plant as a munictpally- 
owned concern and the Atlanta com-. 
pany as a corporation. When the 
final report was made it was shown, 
he stated, that the gas plant here 
led in all departments. 

The city attorney asked how many 
cubic feet of gas were sold in 1920 
end was informed that 1,397,392,200 
was the approximate figure.

Ninety-nine out of every 
hundred of our people would utterly 
deplore and condemn what is goin 
on, but something more is de — 
ed of a civilized people and their 
government than mere sentiment.

The Atlanta Parent-Teacher coun- 
ei! Thursday afternoon unanimously 
adopted a resolution asking city 
council to include the state fund 
of $165,000 and the non-resident tut- 
tion fees of $13,000 in the Atlanta 
public school revenue, and urging 
the city fathers not to limit the al- 
lowance to schools to 22 per cent 
of the city’s income, the minimum 
fixed by the new school law. 

The resolution was adopted at 
the first meeting of council] for 
1921, and all parent-teacher a¥so- 
ciations of the city were represent- 
ed. The action of the couneil was 
based upon the resolution intro- 
duced by Mrs. N. L. Barker, of the 
Moreland Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion.’ The resolutton created much 
enthusiasm among the associations. 
but was adopted without a dissent- 
ing voice. 

The resolution, as adopted by the 
Parent-Teacher council, follows in 
full: 

Be 


it resolved, That we, the 


council of Parent-Teacher associa- 


tions, in convention assembled, 
earnestly request the mayer and 
general council of Atlafita to in- 
crease the appropriation to the 
school department and not limit it 
to 22 per cent of the city’s income, 
the minimum required by law, as 
now appropriated. 

Be it further resolved, That we 
request: said body not to include 
the state school fund of approxi- 
mately $165,000 and the non-resi- 
dent tuition fees amounting to 313, 
000 in the current revenue of the 
city, but allow the schools to have 
the advantage of 100 per cent of 
these funds instead of the 22 per 
cent of them now granted.

Washington, January 13—For first 
time in the country’s history: more 
than half of the population of the 
continental United States is living 
in urban territory. Persons living 
in efties and towns of more than 
2.500 when the 1920 census was 
taken numbered 54.318.032, the en- 
sus bureau announced today. while 
those living in rural territory num- 
bered 51,390,739. 

The population of the cities and 
towns in 1920 showed a gain of 5.6 
per cent over that in 1910 and was 
51.4 per cent of the total popula- 
tion of the country. The propor- 
tion of urban population is larger 
than in 1910 in all but three states 
—Colorado, Montana and Wyoming 
—the largest increase being that 
for Michigan—from 47.2 in 1910 to 
61.1 per cent in 1920. Texas, In- 
diana, Ohio, Florida and Oklahoma 
also show considerable gain in the 
proportion of population living in 
urban territory. 

Colorado, Montana and Wyoming 
lost in urban population during the 
decade, but the ‘bureau said this 
was due to the fact that in each 
state by far the larger part of the 
total increase was in tha popula- 
tion living in rural territOry—65.6 
per cent for Colorado, 77.7 per cent 
for Montana, and 70.8 per cent for 
Wyoming. 

The bureau’s statenfent did not 
undertake to account for the drift 
from the rural to urban territory, 
but previously officials have attrib- 
uted it largely to the world war. 
Large salaries in the cities attract- 
ed many from the country, while 
many soldiers who lived on farms 
before joining the army took up 
life in the cities after their dis- 
charge. 

The urban and rural population 
of Georgia is 727,859 and 2,167,973. 


NASH WILL PROBE 
cn TROUBLES 


Adjutant General Order- 
ed by Governor to Inves- 
tigate Alleged Intimida- 
tion of Negroes in, Hall 
County. 


Adjutant General Van Holt Nash, 
of the national guard, has, been or- 
dered to the scene of the recent 
inter-racial trouble in Hall county 
by Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, ac- 
cording to official announcements 
Thursday night. 

General Nash left Atlanta by au- 
tomobile on Thursday, under orders 
to visit Brookton, Clermont, Ches- 
tatee, Helen and Gainesville, all of 
which have pe the seats of more 
or less racial friction. He was ac- 
companied by Major Arthur McCul- 
lough and other officers of his staff. 

The purpose of this official visit 
on the part of General Nash and his 
staff, as stated by Governor Dorsey, 
is to make an investigation as to 
the cause of house burning and in- 
timidation of negro citizens by 
whites and to ascertain whether or 
not a continuance of lawlessness is 
probable, in order that the neces- 
sary protective measures may be 
taken. 

Special Deputy W. T. Smith, es- 
pecially commissioned by Governor 
Dorsey, 1s already on the ground of 
the disturban@e, and effected the 
capture of J. S. Black on Wednesday. 
Elack is charged. with posting anon- 
ymous notices warning negroes of 
the section “to vacate the territory 
south of the Chattahoochee,” and 
other threatening notes. 


in the northern and southern parts 
of Hall, Lumpkin and White coun 
ties, manifested sporadically since 
February, 1920. 

Several large firms, among them 
the Morse Bros. Lumber company,

on Qualification Rule 
for Repair Men. 


Chicago, January 13.—Argument 
over the interpretation of a car- 
men's rule interrupted the af ter- 
noon session of the railroad labor 
board hearing today to such an ex- 
tent that the chair was compelled 
to call the meeting to order. The 
discussion came up during the tes- 
timony of E. T. Whiter, in behalf 
of the railroads, which are asking 
for ‘ abrogation of the national 
agreement. 

The discussion was precipitated 
when A. O. Wharton, employes’ rep- 
resentative on the board, began to 
question Mr. Whiter regarding the 
employment of car repair men. Un- 
der the rule, to Which the road ob- 
jects, employes must have had four 
years’ experience in car work. Un- 
der questioning Mr. Wharton 
brought out that men were employ- 
ed on many roads who did not have 
four years’ experience. Mr. Whiter 
replied that this was necessary be- 
cause men filling the requirements 
were not available. 

Rail Men Retaliate. 

B. M. Jewell, representing the 
employes, declared decisions of the 
federal director general of railroads 
permitted inexperienced men to be 
employed, but the rail men retaliat- 
ed with examples of cases in which 
they were compelled to discharge 
men because their car experience 
was less than four yaers. 

Intimation that the roads some- 
times reduced forces while bad or- 
der cars were in the yards, and 
when traffic increased put on extra 
forces to fit the cars for service, 
were. made by Mr. Wharton. He 
argued that the roads should use 
their men during dull periods in re- 
palring cars. The rail representa- 
tives denied that this was always 
practicable. 

“Economical and efficient” man- 
agement was again declared impos- 
sible by Mr. Whiter under the rules 
classifying the work to be perform- 
ed by varrous ociasses of employes. 


Cases Cited.

Weshington, January 13.—Indorse- 
ment by nineteen national organ- 
izations of a comprehensive code of 
principles for regulation of high- 
way traffic was announced here to- 
day at the conclusion of a confer- 
ence called to consider the question 
of securing greater uniformity in 
State and municipal traffic laws. 
The principles will be recommended 
for adoption, was said, by all 
state legislatures. 

Recommending the establishment 
in every state of a definite agency 
for administration or traffic ia WS, 
the conference advocated that such 
agency be empowered, within prop- 
er limitations, to “refuse, suspend, 
or revoke all registrations and op- 
erators’ licenses.” It recommended 
regulations prohibiting issuance of 
@ license for operation of motor 
vehicles to any person under 16 
years of age and set the minimum 
age for a chauf feur's license at 18 
years. 

As a principle of reciprocity in 
state laws, the conference agreed, 
every motor Vehicle licensed in one 
state should be permitted to operate 
in another state without license 
thereunder for a period of three 
months, “the time not necessarily 
consecutive. * 

The conference recommended 
heavy penalties for such offenses as 
operating a motor vehicle while un- 
der the influence of liquor, for reck- 
less driving at any time, and for 
the theft of motor vehicles. 

Organizations indorsing the prin- 
ciples included the American Au- 
tomobile association, the Federal 
Highway council, International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, and 
the National] Safety council.

There is no 
restriction on the export to Russia 
of ‘medical supplies, soap and the 
common necessities of life.“ No spe- 
cial licenses are needed, none has 
been applied for. 

“That relatively little of these 
commodities has been sent is due 
to purely commercial considerations, 
Two different organizations have 
been carrying on a noisy agitation 
in this matter asserting that 
pene | have been prevented by this 
government from sending medical 
supplies to Russia.

Mr. Wheeler alone was heard in 
opposition to the plea of the steam- 
ship folk, made at a hearing on a 
bill by Representative Edmonds, of 
Pennsylvania, ranking republican 
member of the merchant marine 
committee, to exempt passenger ves- 
sels engaged in foreign trade from 
provisions of the Volstead law. As- 
serting that many ships now were 
“bootlegging,” Mr. Wheeler said the 
amendment would multiply the dif- 
ficulty of the dry law’s enforcement, 
and that it would be a bad prece- 
dent to rush to the relief of every- 
body whose business was damaged 
by prohibition. 

Sees World Dry. 

It was in answer to a suggestion 
by Representative Igoe, democrat, 
Missouri, that the ship owners mere- 
ly wanted an equalization of liquor 
laws so that they would be on the 
Same footing with Great Britain, 
that Mr. Wheeler touched upon the 
hope of spreading the fight against 
salaons to the four quarters of the 
earth.

(t) Sale of personal property on 

installment plan. As a rule, sales 


whereon the initial payment is of a 


substantial nature (for example, a 
payment of more than 25 per cent) 
cannot be regarded as installment 
sales even though deferred pay- 
ments are involved; such sales will 
have to be reported in full as gross 
income. The rule prescribed for 
installment sales, whether or not 
the title remains in the vendor until 
— property is fully paid for, is 
a — 


“The income to de returned by 
the vendor will be that proportion 
of each installment payment which 


the gross profit to be realized when 
the property is paid for bears to 
the gross contract price. Such In- 
come may be ascertained by tak- 
ing that proportion of the total 
payments received in the taxable 
year from installment sales (al- 
ways including payments received 
in the taxable wear on account of 
sales effected in earlier years, as 
well as those effected in the tax- 
able year) which the gross profit 
to be realized on the total instali- 
ment sales made during the taxable 
year bears to the gross contract 
price of all such sales made during 
the taxable year. Where a change 
is made to this method of comput- 
ing net income, the taxpayer's bal- 
ance sheet should be adjusted con- 
formably, as of the date when the 
change is effected.” If property 
once sold on installment is repos- 
sessed by the vendor, “the entire 
amount received on installment 
payments, less the profit already 
returned, will be income of the ven- 
dor for the year in which the prop- 
erty was repossessed, and the prop- 
erty repossessed must ‘be included 
in the inventory at its original cost 
to himself, less proper allowance 
for damage and use, if any. Any 
installment sales may, of course, be 
reported in full when made by the 
taxpayer; the use of the plan above 
outlined is optional. (Art. 42, 
Reg. 45.) 

(g) Sale of real estate in lots. 
When lots are sold out of a tract 
of land parceled out into lots, the 


income to be reported is the differ- 
ence between the selling prices of 
each lot or parcel sold and the fair 
market value, as of March 1, 1913 
(if acquired prior to that date), or 
the cost (if acquired after March 1, 
1913) “equitably apportioned to the 
several lots or parcels and made a 
matter of record in the books of the 
taxpayer.” Time profit is not the 
excess of recovery over the capital 
originally invested, but the profit 
or loss must be computed on each 
lot sold, as above indicated, (Art. 
43, Reg. 45.) 

(h) Real estate sales on the in- 
stallment plan. Where initial pay- 
ments are substantial, that is, one- 


fourth or more of purchase price, 
the entire saleisincome for the tax- 
able year when the first installment 
was received. Where the initial 
payment is relatively small andthe 
remainder of the purchase price is 
by installment (not matter whether 
transfer is immediate or after a 
certain amount has been paid), the 
gain to be reported on each install- 
ment is “that proportion actually 
Feceived ... which the gross profit 
to be realized when the property is 
paid for bearsto the gross contract 
price.”

Mayor O'Callaghan, of Cork, de- 
scribed today before the commis- 
Sion for the committee of one hun- 
dred investigating Irish conditions, 
his efforts to function as chief ex- 


ecutive of a city of 100,000 popula- 


tion while “on the run.” 

Officials of the city of Cork, the 
lord mayor said, found it impos- 
sible to devote their best efforts to 
administration of the city when 
they were in daily fear of arrest 
or assassination. The lord mayor 
said he had not slept in his own 
home for two years and that in 
his absence his home had been 
raided eight times by the crown 
forces, Visits to the city hall, re- 
cently destroyed by fire, the lord 
mayor said, were few and far be- 
tween, and administration of public 
affairs was carried on wherever he 
happened to be living. j 

The mayor, in appearing before 
the commission to present his tes- 
timony and thereby accomplish the 
object of his visit to the United 
States as a stowaway and without 
passports, gave his recital of con- 
ditions in Ireland in a voice de- 
void of Irish accent, but too low 
to reach the outskirts of a large 
crowd that packed the hotel ball 
room, where the commission holds 
its sessions.

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Before Emigration 
To America Begins 


Washington, January 13-—A new 
plan for regulating 1 igration to 
the United States and differentiat- 
ing desirables from undesirables at 
the source, was presented to the sen- 
ate immigration committee today by 
Harry A. McBride, chief of the vise 
section of the state department. He 
recommended the creation by the 
government of a commission to have 
general supervision of immigra- 
tion and to work in co-operation 
with’ the existing agencies of the 
state and labor department. 

The commission would direct im- 
migrants to places in the United 
States where they are most needed. 
The problem of selection would be 
solved by using the vise system 
and having American consuls 
abroad write the prospective immi- 
grant’s occupation, destination and 
other qualifications as a part of 
the passport vise. 

“For instance,” sald Mr. McBride, 
“the commission would receive an 
order for 2,000 farmers from some 
section of the country where they 
were most needed. That order could 
be cabled to a consul in Prove, 
having charge of a good icul- 
tural section, instructing him to 
vise passports for that number of 
farmers.” 


JOHN SYKES’ BODY, 
SENT FRON FRANCE, 
IS GIVE BURIAL 


The body of John D. Sykes, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. kes, well- 
known residents of College Park, 
whose death occurred in Blots, 
France, November 3, 1918, while 
serving with the marines, arrived in 
Atlanta Wednesday, and funeral 
services were held at Red Oak ceme- 
tery, being attended by the local 
marines. 

Sykes enlisted in the local ma- 
rines and was actively engaged in 
most of the fighting. Two wounds, 
one in his lung, which developed 
into pneumonia and caused his 
death, were sustained in action, 
and he died in a hospital in Blois 
at the age of 26.
